On this day L utheran and 
other P ro testan t churches will com ­ 
m em orate by special services the 
m ighty work of Cod accomplished 
th ru the hero of the church, Dr. 
M artin Luther. 
M artin L uther was born Nov. IO, 
I 14S3, a t tho little mining town of 
Lislebon in the province of Saxony, 
Germ any. 
His la th e r was a minor, 
who carved a m eagre living* for his 
large family in the sweat 
of 
his 
brow, and bis m other came from 
sturdy H erm an peasant stock. They 
brought up M artin 
Na ry 
striitlv 
according to the 
teachings 
and 
practices of the Catholic church, 
but left upon his mind an indelible 
impression 
of moral .earnestness 
and honesty. 
At an early age the 
serious boy gave proof of a stu ­ 
dious mind and a retentive memory. 
This fact induced the parents to 
exert them selves to the utmost in 
order to give him the best possible 
education. 
In 1501 at the age of 
eighteen years In* entered the uni­ 
versity of E rfu rt, where lie made 
a brilliant record, 
receiving 
the 
m a ste r’s degree iii 1505. 
_ It was the wish of his fa th e r th at 
young L uther take un the calver 
of a lawyer, but God in his provi­ 
dence had a m ightier 
career 
in 
view for his chosen instrum ent. At 
this time terrible spiritual fears be­ 
gan to oppress his mind, and the 
sudden violent death of 
a 
close 
friend only served to increase his 
soul’s anxiety. 
Final Iv in his fran ­ 
tic search for inward Deuce he be­ 
came a monk, and L uther w as a 
good monk too, according to the 
standards of the church. 
Zealous­ 
ly he i>erformed all required relig­ 
ious exercises, studiously 
lie a p ­ 
plied him self to the study of the 
church fathers and 
other 
books, 
perform ed the m eanest labors the 
cloister, prayed unceasingly to the 
saints* and fasted himself into a 
skeleton. 
But all this did not give 
his soul the peace lie longed for. 
The tu rn in g point of his life, how­ 
ever, was the moment when he be- 
| gun to search the Holv Scriptures, 
i The reading of the Bible, in par- 
j ticular, the epistles of St. Paul sent 
rays of divine light into his des­ 
pairing heart. 
G radually the Bible 
tru th dawned upon him th a t sin­ 
ful m an cannot appease ' God 
by 
his feeble work. 
He learned to 
cast himself by faith 
upon 
m ercy of God as revealed in 
atoning work of Jesus Christ. Such 
statem ent of Scripture, ‘‘therefore 
we conclude th a t a man is justilied 
by faith w ithout the deeds of the 
law,” convinced him of the truth 
of the sentim ents expressed in the 
hymn: 
Not the labors of rn** hands, 
Can fulfil thy laws demands, 
Con Id my zeal no respite know, 
Would my tears forever flow, 
All for sin could not alone, 
All for sin could not atone, 
Such 
inw ard 
experiences 
and j 
of the source 


to retract. 
A breathless silence 
hung over the audience as every 
ear aw aited 
the answ er of the 
humble monk. Would lie recant and 
bow to the will id- tlu- authorities? 
Would fear prom pt bim to submit 
as many others had done before 
him ? ll was the high unmet in the 
life of Luther. 
The rights of the 
hum an conscience hung in the bal­ 
ance. 
Anti the answ er caille, d e m ­ 
and unafraid. The monk had stood 
the test. 
A thrill of adm iration 
sw ept over t h a t f l i g h t v gathering, 
when Luther spoke of the historic 
words: “ Unless I bt- persuaded by' 
sound reasoning anti clear sta te ­ 
ments of Scripture, I cannot and 
will not recant! 
Here I stand! 
I 
cannot 
do 
otherwise! 
Got! 
help 
me! 
Amen! 
And you my friend, who read 
this sketch cannot be indifferent to 
its meaning. 
You anti every other 
person in civilized A m e rica have 
inherited g re ater blessings by tin* 
heroic stand of L uther against ty- 
ranical authority than you can ever 
repay. 
The liberties you enjoy to­ 
day, freedom of speech, and of the 
press, freedom of conscience are a 
few of the ripe fruits of L u th er’s 
Reformation. 
You have the opportunity Sunday 
m orning at the Lutheran church to 
inform yourself now fully on the 
historical m eaning of the refo rm ­ 
e r’s work. 
Rev. Fricke will conduct 
a special reform ation service a t ll 
a. rn. and the choir will rentier an 
appropriate anthem .

of the sermon will be the hero of 
the Reform ation anti the pastor will 
show how Luther developed into an 
instrum ent of God and w hat the re­ 
sults of his labors have been for tin* 
world.
